Except for 
a bit of confusion and ma- 
neuvering during the sel- 
ection of a recreation dir- 
ector the meeting was routine 
but by no means short. 
Mayor Sam Sawyer was ab- 
sent and Councilman Virgil 
Coleman became sick and left 
early. 


First on the agenda was 
a report by employees of the 
Coffee County School Board 


explaining the planned new 
program to serve handicapped 
children. Also appearing be- 
fore the council were several 
Parents of such children who 
were appealing for help to get 
their children to Enterprise 
where they catch a bus to 
Vivian B. Adams School in 
Ozark. These Parents were 
promised help in securing 
transportation. 

The council voted to incr- 
ease the authorization to 
borrow money for the recent

The council then began in- 
terviewing applicants for the 
full-time recreation dire- 
ctor’s position. The intervi- 
ews went smoothly and each 
of three applicants was asked 
about the same group of 
questions. Following the in- 
terviews, the council went into 
executive session for a few 
minutes ‘‘to discuss person- 
alities’’. 

Following the executive 
Session when all but the cou- 
neil and the city clerk were 
excluded, the group returned 
to epen meeting and Mayor 


pro-tem Charles Ellis, who . 


was serving as chairman in 
the absence of Mayor Sam 
Sawyer, opened the floor for 
nominations. 

It was during the next few 
minutes that some old familiar 
confusion appeared. Coun- 
cilman Wayland Sharpless no- 
minated Jack Holley and after 
a pause, Ronnie Vaughan 
voiced a second. Then Ben 
Carpenter nominatedI.F. (Bo) 
Dunaway and chairman Ellis 
offered a second. When this 
was questioned, Ellis vacated 
the chair and asked Carpenter 
to please act as chairman, 


so Ellis could second the 
nomination. 
Carpenter immediately 


called a five minute recess 
to get a legal opinion on the 
Situation. After getting the 
opinion that no nomination ne- 
eded a second, Carpenter re- 
opened the meeting andturned 
the chair back to Ellis 

With two nominations on 
the floor, the nominations 
were closed 

Councilman Sharpless then 
made a motion to adjourn, 
which failed when there was 
no second to the motion

for Holley was the reverse 
with only Sharpless voting for 
Holley. 

After declaring Dunaway 
the victor, Ellis asked for a 
unanimous motion but Shar- 
pless said he wanted his vote 
to stand as cast. 

The city clerk was inst- 
ructed to secure liability ins- 
urance to cover employees, 
due to the recent Supreme 
Court ruling making govern- 
ments liabel for damages. 
The council also went on 
record favoring two bills 
favoring two bills before the 
Alabama legislatures limiting 
this leability.

totaled $7,425 with over $2,000 
going for gasoline and fuel 
oil for mixing with the mos- 
quitoe spray.

It is not unusual for the police officers to buy 

medicine or go into their personal home freezer to feed 

hungry children. Any of us could tell the police chief to 
put our name down for a few groceries every few months, and 

it would never be missed - or Chief Johnson has a cash account 

that he uses for medicine, etc.

CBS SHOOTS FROM THE HIP 


Recently CBS television 
presented a ‘‘documentary’’ 
narrated by Dan Rather 
entitled “The Guns of 
Autumn,’’ Sounds like a simple 
broadcast about hunting in 
America, doesn’t it? It wasn’t. 

Gene Mueller, Outdoors 
Editor of the Washington Star 
newspaper called the program 
a ‘tragic comedy’’ and said 
the program ‘‘lacked basic 
honesty and clumsily showed 
anti-hunting sentiments by the 
producers throughout -- not 
exactly desirable in anything 
classified as a news pro- 
gram.”’ 

People in  Alabama’s 
Second District were more 
upset. For instance, Tom 
Gresham, Editor of Southern 
Outdoors magazine, of Mont- 
gomery, sent me a copy 
of the letter he wrote to the 
Federal Communications Co- 
mmission (F.C.C.) in Wash- 
ington. He said, ‘‘The 90- 
minute special, ‘The Guns 
of Autumn’, presented a 
biased unfair, and totally un- 
realistic view of sport hunting 
in the U.S.’’ Mr. Gresham 
then suggested that the F.C.C.

At the present time, four 
bills which would prompt 
serious reconsideration of 
the suitability of existing 
election laws to more 
current and rapidly 
changing conditions remain 
in Committee in both the 
Alabama House and Senate. 
Public hearings on these 
Proposed reforms have been 
scheduled for early this 
month in Montgomery. The 
méasures, which would 
rewrite practically all of

It is certain that this CBS 
program can hardly be class- 
ified as representing the 
feelings of some 20 million 
American hunters. To me, 
this program was just another 
classic example of how the 
networks use the publicly- 
owned airwaves to propagate 
their own narrow, often dis- 
torted, views of reality under 
the guise of ‘‘news specials.’’ 

I contacted the F.C.C. re- 
garding this controversial 
program and found they have 
received ‘‘a lot of complaints’’ 
from all across the country 
about the ‘Guns of Autumn’ : 
episode. The F.C.C. is cur- 
rently conducting preliminary 
investigations to see if CBS 
has, in effect, violated the 
“Fairness Doctrine’ The 
F.C.C. says total . program-~ 
ming, the willingness of CBS to 
offer opposing viewpoints, and 
other factors will have to be 
considered before a final de- 
cicion is reached in this 
matter. IcommendtheF.C.C. 
for moving on this issue and 
I sincerely hope the millions 
American sportsmen across 
the nation who found this pro- 
gram regugnant and incredibly 
biased will have a chance to 
present their views.

FREEZING CHESTNUTS 


A homemaker called re- 
cently asking how to freeze 
chestnuts. Perhaps you would 
like the information too. Chi- 
neese chestnuts can be frozen 
to use later in casseroles, 
stuffings, salads or just for 
eating. 

Before freezing nuts, you 
have to remove the shell 
The easiest way to do this is 


; to put the nuts in boiling water 
‘and let boil for about 15 min- 


utes. The heat causes the 
shells to crack so you can 
easily remove the meat from 
the shells. 

To freeze the nuts whole, 
take off the brown skin and 
let the nuts dry before pack- 
aging in moisture-vapor proof 
freezer containers. If you 
want to cut up some of the 
chestnuts before you freeze 
them, it’s much easier to do 
it while the nuts are still 
moist from being boiled. 

Be sure you label the pack- 
ages of nuts and store at 0 
degrees Fahreinheit.

CHEESE BUYING 


Do you know how to buy 
cheese? Here are some tips 
on buying and storing cheese to 
help you get the most for your 
money.

Prepackaged sliced, cubed 
and grated cheese, though 
more convenient to use, may 


be more expensive — than 
wedges or sticks. And pas 
teurized process cheese, a 


blend of natural cheeses 
melted together, is always in 
more plentiful supply and in 
most cases costs less than 
natural cheese 

Refrigerate all cheese 
Soft unpipened cheese such 
aS unripened, cottage, cream 
and Ricotta--will spoil if you 
don't use them within a few 
days. Other cheeses will last 
for several weeks 


REMOVING STAINS 


There are several ways 
to remove stains before laun- 
dering a garment. One of 
the newer methods is the pre- 
wash soil and stain spray 
remover. 

Products may differ, but 
most manufacturers claim 
that stains such as gravy, 
blood, chocolate, mustard, 
coffee, tea, grass, crayon, 
lipstick, anti-perspirant, ball 
point ink and ground-in dirt 
on shirt collars and cuffs 
can be removed with a pre- 
wash soil and stain remover. 

When using a pre-wash 
soil remover, spray the fab- 
ric, saturating the soiled area, 
while holding the can 3 to 8 
inches away. Spots should 
come out within one or two 
minutes--longer for stubborn 
Stains. If the spots remain, 
they might come out with a 
second application. After 
using the pre-wash product, 
launder clothing as usual

Quite a 
few Coffee County farmers 
have a place on their farm 
where they bury used cont- 
ainers. 1 think this is a good 
practice. 

Children are attracted to 
these brightly colored con- 
tainers and also the color- 
ful materials. It is very 
important that these contain- 
ers be destroyed so that our 
youngsters cannot get into 
them. Right now is an excel- 
lent time to get allof 
these old used containers away 
from their farmstead so that 
they no longer pose a serious 
threat.

Elba High School football coach Paul Bass announced last 
week that he will resign as head coach upon completion of 
the current season 

Bass’ announcement came as no surprise to me. The 
Elba grid coach told me several months ago that he intended 
to step down from the coaching ranks when he completed 
studies for his Master's Degree. Coach Bass received his 
Master’s during the summer, so | expected him to announce 
his resignation after the current season 

However, Coach Bass’ resignation did come several weeks 
prematurely because of pressure applied by a certain citizen

on a committee which demanded that Bass be fired as head 
football coach.

Conservation Commissi- 
oner Claude D. Kelley annou- 
need today that the regular 
season for duck hunting in 
Alabama will open at Noon, 
local time, on December 3, 
and close at sunset on Jan. 
20. Canvasback and redhead 
season will remain closed in 
Baldwin and Mobile counties. 

Kelley also noted that the 
goose season will open on 
Noy. 12 and continue through 
January 20. The bag limit on 
geese is five a day to include 
not more than one Canada 
goose. These dates will be 
in effect for all of Alabama 
with the exception of the Pic- 
kwick, Wilson and Wheeler 
Reservoirs west of U.S. High- 
way 31 where the season will 
be December 3-Jan. 20 and in 
Barbour and Russell counties, 
where there will be no open 
season. : 

Game and Fish Division 
Director Charles’ Kelley 
Stated that Alabama will use 
the point system again this 
year. The point values for 
Species and sexes taken are 
as follows: The canvasback 
and the redhead count 100 
points each; the hen mallard, 
wood duck, black duck, and 
hooded merganser count 90 
points each; blue winged teal, 
cinnamon teal, greenwinged 
gadwall, shoveler, scaup and 
pintail count 10 points each 
The drake mallard and all 
other species of_ducks and 
merginsers count 35 points 
each. The daily bag limit 
is reached when the point 
value of the last bird taken 
added to the sum of the point 
values of the other birds al- 
ready taken during that day 
equals or exceeds 100 points.

Alabama's fall hunting 
season Officially kicks off at 
noon Saturday, Sept. 20, with 
the first part of a split dove 
season opening north of U.S. 
Hwy 84, which includes most of 
Alabama, Conservation Com- 
missioner Claude D. Kelley 
announced Wednesday. 

The bag limit for dove 
again this year is 12 a day 
and 12 in possession, with 
hunting being permitted bet- 
ween the hours of 12:00 noon 
and sunset. 

Game and Fish Director 
Charles D. Kelley indicated 
that the dove population in 
most areas of the state is 
as good as it has been in 
recent years and Alabama 
sportsmen can expect many 
enjoyable hours afield in pur- 
suit of this fast-flying, elusive 
bird. 

In conjunction with the 
opening of dove season is the 
advent of the state’s special 
nine-day teal season, which 
opens Sept. 20 and closes 
Sept. 28. Teal may be hun- 
ted between sunrise and sun- 
set except in the Mobile Bay 
north of the Causeway and 
south of the L&N Railroad, 
where hunting hours will be 
sunrise to 12:00 noon. Bag 
limit on teal has been set at 
four a day with eight in pos- 
session. 

Kelley also cautioned hun- 
ters that plugged shotguns, 10- 
gauge or smaller, and incap- 
able of holding more thanthree 
shells, using No. 2 or smaller 
shot will be illegal for hunting 
doves. and teal.

Tigers Claim First Win ,Outscore 
Luverne 33-19 


The kipa Viger offense 
finally got rolling last Friday 
night, and outscored a scrappy 
band of Luverne Tigers, 33- 
9, for their inltial win of 
the season. 

The win gives Elba a 1-2 
record, while the loss drops 
Luverne’s chart to an iden- 
tical 1-2 record. 

After winning the toss for 
the first time this season, 
the Tigers begay a 7l-yard 
touchdown drive. 

Junior halfback Win West- 
brook broke loose for 14 yards 
on the opening play, followed 
by runs of five and one-yards 
by James Smith and Johnny 
Dyess. With the ball now 
resting on the Elba 49- yard- 
line ‘‘sophomore sensation’’ 
Larry, Phillips burst through 
the Luverfie defenders and 
rambled 4l-yards to the 
Luverne 10-yardline. The 
Tiger offense bogged down, 
however, and found them- 
selves facing a fourth down’ 
and 12. On the fourth down 
play, Max Fuller fired a 12- 
yard touchdown pass to a 
leaping Stan Lewis, and Elba 
was ahead 6-0. Russ Cash’s 
pat was true, and with 8:49 
left in the first quarter the 
Tigers led 7-0. 

Luverne’ received the 
Tiger kick, and ontheir third- 
play Elba linebacker Danny 
Haley picked off an errant 
Luverne pass to put the Tigers 
in business at the Luverne 
34-yardline. 

After Larry Phillips bulled 
to the 30, sophomore Johnny 
Dyess scooted 24-yards, 
giving Elba a first and goal at 
the six-yardline. Two plays 
later Phillips waltzed over 
for the score, andafter Cash’s 
kick was wide, the Tigers’ 
lead was up to 13-0 with 
5:48 left in the opening stanza.

Two running plays moved 
the 17-yardline, 
where Dwane Jackson bolted 
over for Luverne’s initial 
score. The pat failed, but with 
1:28 to go in the first quarter 
Elba’s lead was cut to 13-6. 

Elba’s third touchdown of 
the first half was set up when 
Gavin Ellis recovered a 
Luverne fumble at the Tiger 
30-yardline. From there it 
would take the Elba offense 
only five plays to move 170 
yards for the score. 

Larry Phillips picked up 
10-yards on the first play, 
followed by a 26-yard pass 
from Max Fuller to Stan 
Lewis. Two running plays 
moved the ball to the 30-yard 
line, where Fuller launched a 
touchdown pass to sidekick 
Stan Lewis. The kick again 
failed, and with 7:00 left in 
the half the Elba lead was up 
to 19-6. 

Luverne drove on their 
next possession to the Elba 
l7-yardline, but Sylvester 
Goosby pounced on another 
Luverne fumble, ending the 
threat. 

On the Tigers’ third play 
Larry Phillips raced 70- 
yards for an apparent touch- 
down, only to see it nullified 
by a penalty. 

Two plays after Phillips’ 
run, Elba fumbled, giving 
Luverne the ball on the Tiger 
24-yardline. 

After two passes fell 
incomplete, Luverne quarter- 
back Ronnie Sansom fined a 
24-yard touchdown pass to 
Mike Reaves. The kick was 
good. by Johnson, and when 
the half ended 1:2] later, the 
scoreboard read: Elba 19, 
Luverne 13.

Four -running plays by 
Phillips moved the ball into 
Luverne territory at the 42- 
yardline. 

After a penalty backed the 
ball up to the 47, Phillips 
rambled 28-yards to the 
Luverne 19-yardline. Four 
plays later . Phillips bulled 
over from three yards out to 
put Elba on top 25-19. Cash's 
kick was true, giving Elba 
a 26-19 advantage with %:19 
left in the game. 

Luverne failed to muster 
any offense on _ their next 
possession, and punted the ball 
to Elba, with the Tigers put- 
ting the ball in play at their 
40-yardline. 

This time it took the Tiger 
offense ll plays to hit pay- 
dirt, with Max Fuller getting 
the tally on a one-yard dive 
Russ Cash again added the

FRESH FROZEN FOODS “YOUR 
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HURRICANE ELOISE GOES WILD TUESDAY 


People of Elba, Coffee County and the 
entire Wiregrass area were put to test 
early this week when Hurricane Eloise 
came -roaring in from the Florida pan- 
handle and raised havoc with entire com- 
munities. 

Apparently Elba caught the edge of the 
tropical storm, as other communities seem 
to be far more ravaged than the local com- 
munity. Communications disruptions have 
caused accurate assessments to be slow, 
but by piecing together bits of information, 
it appears the storm, along with 130-mile 
winds, hit about Ft. Walton Beach, Flo- 
rida, and headed inland in a North,North- 
easterly direction. 
Springs, Florala, Samson and Geneva, be- 
fore Enterprise and New Brockton be- 
came the Bull’s Eye, and moved on up to 
Troy, and still bearing East, moved on 
to the Auburn area, 

Winds estimated as high as 70 miles 
per hour hit’ Elba about mid-morning 
Tuesday, ripping up trees, tops off build- 
ings and disrupting electric service. It 
was estimated that all electric service 
would not be restored until possibly Thurs- 
day (today.) 

In the city limits of Elba only two mo- 
bile homes were overturned. Neither was 
occupied. One was a new trailer, and the 
other a used one. However, a short drive 
North, South or East woutd soon reveal 
mobile homes overturned, many, many 
trees uprooted or snapped ‘off, and build- 
ings damaged or destroyed. Power and 
telephone lines were down in so many 
places, it appeared almost impossible 
that service could be restored in many 
days. It took long, hard hours by regular 
and extra crews to get trees off: lines and 
the lines back into service. 

South of Elba on the Elba-Samson 
Highway, Preston Kelley, Jr.’s grocery 


It hit hard-at DeFuniak - 


store was completely destroyed. Kelley 
had left the building just minutes before 
the roof and both ends disappeared with 
the storm. As soon as the wind had sub- 
sided, friends, neighbors and relatives 
flocked to the site to help Kelley salvage 
what he could from the ruins. Kelley’s 
store is located at the intersection of the 
Elba-Samson Highway and Highway 134. 
Reeves Grocery across the road was not 
severely damaged. 

Several mobile homes, barns and sto- 
rage houses were turned over, torn up or 
were suffering from tree damage. Chick- 
en houses in several areas of the county 
were damaged or completely destroyed. 
Near Chancellor, south of Enterprise, four 
houses had the broilers caught for pro- 
cessing on Monday night - Tuesday night 
there was only one chicken house left. 
Those chickens were destined for the 
ConAgra plant at Battens Crossroads, 
but the storm disrupted the electricity, 
ripped up the holding shed and caused 
other damage, and. Tuesday night the 
thousands of broilers were headed out 
to other processing plants before they 
died in the crates. 

The winds had hardly abated when city 
street crews began the tremendous job of 
clearing the roads of limbs and debris. 
They and the water and electric crews 
began immediately to clear roads and re- 
pair damage. They were joined later by 
mobilized National Guardsmen who were 
still on duty Wednesday clearing and haul- 
ing away the scraps. State crews worked 
into the night Tuesday and were back on 
the job early Wednesday continuing their 
clearing job. 

A few families from the northwest 
Florida area stayed in Elba until after 
the storm had passed. They occupied 
rooms at the local motel and at the 


local National Guard Armory, where Pen- 
sion and Securities employees had set up 
emergency headquarters. Local citizens 
responded to a call for help and flooded 
the armory with food and bedding for the 
storm victims. 


Both the towns of Kinston and New 
Brockton ran low on water, as the absence 
of electric current prevented the pumps

from working. 

Enterprise paid a heavy toll to Eloise 
as buildings were ripped apart, trailer 
after trailer overturned or pushed off 
foundations and thousands of trees fell, 
hitting homes, stores and automobiles. 

The only known injury at press time 
was a man in Florida who suffered an 
apparent heart attack while sitting out the 
storm in a shelter in Ft. Walton Beach.

Elba head football coach, 
Paul Bass, asked Superinten- 
dent Elmer Taylor for permis- 
sion to make his resignation 
effective immediately instead 
of the end of the football sea- 
son, aS announced last week. 

Coach Bass made this re- 
quest to the superintendent on 
Sunday afternoon, September 
21, 1975. The superintendent 
asked Mr. Bass not to make a 
decision at this time, but to wait 
until Monday and discuss it with 
him and Lamar Foley, princi- 
pal of Elba High School. 

Mr. Foley and Superinten- 
dent Taylor held two meet- 
ings with Coach Bass on Mon- 
day morning, and following th- 
ese two meetings, Coach Bass 
called the superintendent Mon- 


day afternoon and stated he still 
wanted to resign, effective im- 
mediately. 

The superintendent told Mr. 
Bass that sucha decision would 
have to be made by the school 
board. The superintendent 
asked the chairman of the 
school board to call a special 
meeting Monday afternoon. The 
meeting was set for 4:00 p.m. 
and the superintendent recom- 
mended that Coach Bass’ re- 
quest be honored. The Board 
voted unanimously to accept 
his recommendation. 

Coach Bass told school offi- 
cials that his first concern 
was still the boys on the foot- 
ball team, and that after many 
hours of study he felt this was 
the best move for the boys. 
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He recommended Coach Hinton 
Johns very highly to finish out 
the football season as head 
coach, and said he still believes 
the football players will settle 
down and concentrate on play- 
ing the winning football they 
are capable of playing. 


Coach Bass stated this was 
his decision and the school 
board nor any other school of- 
‘ficial had asked him to make 
this change. 

Mr. Bass will continue to 
teach Driver Education at Elba 
High School. 

Assistant Coach Hinton 
Johns was unanimously named 
to fill the position as head foot- 
ball coach for the remainder of 
the current football season.

Punt, Pass, 
Kick, Again 
Underway 


Local youngsers will be 
“dusting off” their footballs 
and loosening up their throwing 
arm soon for the 1975 Punt, 
Pass @ Kick competition. 

This year the local level 
of PP&K will be co-sponsored 
by WKMX Radio Station, in 
conjunction with participating 
Ford Dealer, ED SHERLING 
FORD of Enterprise. 

Nationally PP&K is cele- 
brating its 15th anniversary 
It is sponsored by the Ford 
Dealers of America in coop- 
eration with the National Foot- 
ball League. Since it was st- 
arted in 1°61, the program has 
attracted more than 11.5 mil- 
lion youngsters -- and parti- 
cipation this year is expected 
to top the 1,200,000 mark 

Participants in the Punt, 
Pass & Kick program com- 
pete only against others their 
own age. Any youngster 8 
through 13 years of age, ac- 
companied by a parent or 
guardian, may register to com- 
pete in PP&K at any particip- 
ating Ford Dealer.

‘October. Three to four ad- 
ditional! weeks will be requireu 
to obtain the matching funds 
from Washington 


Projected Medicaid needs 
presented to the Legislature 
for fiscal year 1°76 were 
$56." million. The Govern- 
or's budget specifies $54.] 
million for Medicaid. This 
health care program for cer- 
tain persons receiving public 
asSistance, brings into Ala- 
bama approximately three do- 
lars from Federal funds for 
each dollar the State appro- 
priates. 


Dr. Holzworth stated that 
because of the financial sit- 
uation, Medicaid will with- 
hold the October Medicaid 
Eligibility Cards until State 
funds: have been appropriated 
and approved forthe program. 
He has requested that reci- 
pients NOT contact either the 
medical Services Administr- 
ation or the offices of 
the Department of Pensions 
and Security and Social Sec- 
urity Administration, the two 
agencies that certify Medicaid 
eligibility.
